ITALY HAS NO CLAIM. 


W il m in g t o n , Del., 
M arch 18.—Ex- 
Secretary of State Bayard, when asked 
for his opinion of the killing of the four 
subjects of the king of Italy at New 
Orleans, said: 
•Taking the newspaper reports of this event 
there Is no basis upon which the Italian govern 
ment can place a claim for indemnity. The dis­ 
turbance was purely 
local and there wa* 
no affront offered to the representatives of the 
Italian government. Neither was there any 
discrimination between the citizens of the 
United States and those of Italy. Bad as It 
was. all were used alike.'* 
When asked if the settlem ent in the 
case of the m assacre of the tw enty- 
eight Chinamen a t Rock Springs, Wy. 
T., Septem ber I, 1885, afforded a pre­ 
cedent for a claim of indem nity in this 
latter case, he said: 
“No, I think not. The cases are not similar. 
It is very doubtful if the perpetrators of the 
Wyoming outrages were American citizens. It 
occurred at a place and under circumstances 
that made it impossible to afford the Chinese 
protection from the lawless miners who as­ 
saulted them. 
in the settlement of the 
Chinese 
case 
the 
United States govern- 
ernment agreed to pay a bill of 1147,748.74 
which the Chinese government rendered, but it 
was especially stipulated that the pay should 
not be understood as an acknowledgment of 
official obligation in the matter. The money 
was paid as a gratuity—not as under an obliga­ 
tion of treaty or principle of international law 
—but solely from a sentiment of generosity or 
pity to aid an innocent and unfortunate body of 
men. 
“The fact is these people are given the same 
protection that is afforded to American citi­ 
zens. The courts are open to them 
and 
judgment 
is 
impartial 
Further 
than 
that 
the 
United 
States 
has 
no 
liabil­ 
ity. 
These outbreaks of violence 
are a 
part of the common risk to which all people 
are liable and which it is impossible to prevent. 
There is no obligation of law or custom of 
which I am aware that makes the United 
States liable for indemnity or reparation In 
this case.” 
N e w O r l e a n s , M arch 18.—J u d g e R . 
H. Marr, in the crim inal court on T ues­ 
day, charged the grand jury as follows: 
“ G e n t l e m e n o r t h e G r a n d Jury—Since 
your last adjournment New Orleans has been 
tbe scene of a deplorable tragedy, which termi­ 
nated in the death of eleven persons, prisoners 
in the custody of the law, charged with com­ 
plicity in the assassination of David C. Hen- 
nessy, late chief of police of this city. I say a 
deplorable tragedy because, without reference 
to the causes, all good citizens must and do re­ 
gret the taking of human life without warrant 
of law. 
“Pursuant to a call made by many citizens, 
published in the daily papers of Saturday 
morning, a large number of persons assembled 
onCaual street and proceded to the parish 
prison; an entrance was effected by force, nine 
of the persons implicated in the killing of Hen- 
nessy were shot, and two of 
the three, 
with 
respect 
to 
whom 
there had been 
a mistrial, 
were 
hung, 
and 
the 
crowd 
that surrounded the prison quietly dispersed, 
flatters of such gravity cannot be ignored by 
the courts or grand juries. I am compelled by 
my duty as judge to bring them to your no­ 
tice, and I feel assured that they will receive 
at your hands proper attention aud tbe calm, 
careful investigation which they challenge. 
“It is not my purpose now to do more than 
give this m atter in charge to you, and I do so 
with every confidence that there will be no 
hasty or ill-considered action on your part, and 
that the results of your investigation and de­ 
liberation will be in accordance with your ap­ 
preciation and estimate of the facts as they 
may come to your knowledge." 
This m onth's grand ju ry is a repre­ 
sentative body. Several of its m em bers 
visited the scene shortly after the kill­ 
ing and it had probably formed its

trouble 
in 
finding men to stand trial, as none 
of the participants conceal th eir pres­ 
ence. Several w itnesses were exam ined 
Tuesday, among them the m ayor's sec­ 
retary, chief of police and the secretary 
of the committee of fifty. 
To-day a 
num ber of witnesses will be heard, and 
the investigation of the jury bribing 
w ill be concluded. 
Detective I). C. O’Malley has not y et 
been found, although he is 
being 
anxiously sought for. 
His wife is al­ 
m ost distracted, for, besides being an­ 
noyed by searching parties day and 
night, she claims to be ignorant of h er 
lu sband's fate or whereabouts.

The strength 
of four men was required to keep the 
dying prince in bed, and his cries were 
audible in the street.

w as near.

The death cham ber has been 
converted into a m ortuary chapel hung 
w ith black velvet. 
An a lta r has been

the room. The body of Prince N apo­ 
leon w ill be interred in the crypt o f th e 
royal mausoleum in the church o f L a 
Superga on the Colima heights* n ear 
Turin. 
(The prince was a son of Prince Jerome 
Bonaparte, brother of the Emperor Napoleon 
L, by his second marriage after the emperor 
had

wife. His mother was the Princess Fred­ 
erica, of Wurtemburg, and he was horn 
September 
9, 
1822, 
at 
Trieste. 
His 
youth 
was 
spent 
at 
Trieste, 
Vienna* 
Florence and Rome, with occasional visits to 
Switzerland, Spain and England. He was con­ 
sidered the cleverest man of the Bonaparte 
family since the great Napoleon, bat ho was 
nevertheless 
a conspicuous 
failure 
both 
in politics and In war. He leaves behind him 
two sons and one daughter, Victor and Louis 
—or to give them their full names, Napoleon 
Victor Jerome Frederick and Napoleon Louis 
Joseph Jerome—were born, the first on July 
IS, 1802, the other July IO, 1804. The Princess 
Marie was christened Marie Letitia Eugenie 
Catherine Adelaide and was born December SC, 
1800. During the greater part of bls married 
life he lived apart from his wife.!

N e w Y o r k , M arch 18.—A fire th a t 
started in the sub-basem ent of a nine 
story m ansard roofed brick and iron 
building on the southeast corner of 
B leecker and Green streets about 5:30 
Tuesday night utterly ruined it, and, 
spreading to two buildings east of it, 
destroyed them , as w ell as another in 
the re ar 
th a t 
ran from Green to 
M ercer street. 
I t 
w ill be classed 
am ong 
the 
largest 
fires 
ever 
know n in this city. 
Over 82,000,000 
w orth of property rolled skyw ard in 
smoke and flame in less th an five 
hours. The building in w hich the fire 
originally started w as owned by Men­ 
del Bros., of Chicago, and was occupied 
by Alfred Benjam in Sc Co., one o f the 
largest m anufacturers of fine ready­ 
made m en’s clothing in the country. 
I t w as a stock com pany composed of 
Isaiah Josef a, A. Hochstader, Eugene 
Benjam in, David H ochstader and Jesse 
and Sam uel Rosenthal. 
The streets from which a view o f th e 
fire could be had had speedily become 
choked 
w ith people, and w hen th e 
police reserves came to form th e fire 
line they found they had to handle per­ 
haps as big a m ob as ever m assed in 
th e same am ount of space in I^ew York. 
A six story building adjoining th e 
g ian t on the east, and occupied by M. 
H. Rosenstein, ostrich feathers, w as 
also attacked by the flames, w hich 
th en moved on to the double brick 
building owned and occupied in p a rt by 
H am m erslough, Saks Sc Co., clothiers, 
on the third, fourth, fifth, sixth 
seventh floors, and by E. O. Connell St 
C a , hatters, on the low er floor. 
M eantim e the fire had extended on 
th e Green street side to th e six-story 
28-foot front brick building occupied 
partly by Rosenstein and p artly by 
Sylvester Levacher Sc Co., m anufactur­ 
ers of hats, caps and furs. 
T he build­ 
ing extended through to M ercer street, 
and the fire speedily forced its w ay o u t 
an th a t side of the structure. 
I t looked 
as if the w hole block w as doomed. 
A bout 7 o’clock the roof of the build­ 
ing in which the fire started fell in 
w ith a crash, carrying floor afte r floor 
w ith it in its descent.
